is given to growers in the: Unised 
States. f 

Reviewing the Florida situation 
today, Wilcox declared: a 

“Puerto Rico, Hawi! and the 
Puiiippines ‘are premitted' to pro- 
duce all the sugar they themselves 
consume and each is allotted a part 
‘of what is consumed in continental 
United States. Such privilages are 
not extended to my state. Florida 
itsel? consumes. 100,000 tons of 
sugar a year. Unders the quota as 
set up Ìn thebill, Florida will, upon 
the basis of past -preformazte, be 
preniitted to produce only @ little 
more than 50,000 tons or about 
one-half of what it itself consumes, 
It would seem that Florida is en- 
titled at least to equal considera- 
tion ‘with Puerto ‘Rico and Hawail 
and it certanily*is-entitled to the 
same consideration as the Philipp- 
tpes,-which is now an independent 
nation.*-On this basis . Florida 
should be, permitted” to produce 
100,000 tons for its own consump- 
tion plus its quota of the amount
